salary is $75 per month, 
which of 


course is to come out of the county 
treasury. 
For civil cases, 
the re- 


porter is allowed to charge 
$10 per 


day, and 15 cents per folio for trans- 
cribing testimony. 
We presume 


the billis intended to apply to Ama- 
dor county. Itsprovisions may be 
all right as far 
as 
Alameda 
and 


other 
populous 
counties 
are 
con- 


cerned, where there is work enough 
incriminal business to keep 
the re- 


porter busy. 
Butitis all wrong if 


intended : for Amador 
and 
other 


counties 
similarly 
circumstanced. 


Here we do not average one criminal 
trial in three 
months. 
It would 


simply mean an additional tax upon 
the property holders. 
A bill was 


pushed through 
the legislature 
at 


the last session conferring upon su- 
perior courts the power to appoint 
an officialreporter at a fixed salary. 
Itwas knocked 
out as unconstitu- 


tional. Now the legislature proposes 
to create the office and fix the com- 
pensation. 
The 
trouble with the 


average law-maker is that he labors 
under 
the impression 
that a law 


suitable forone county must be suit- 
able forall. 
At the salary named, 


the reporter might be poorly com- 
pensated 
in Alameda, 
but vastly 


overpaid in Amador county. 
In a 


county like this, ifa fixed salary is 
tobe given the official reporter, it 
should be in fullcompensation for all 
services required, 
whether civil or 


criminal, and whether insuperior or 
justice's courts. 
Fees incivil cases 


should be collected 
from civil liti- 


gants, and turned into the county 
treasury.

constables. 
Ithas 
been found im- 


possible in township four to find any 
competent man to accept the office. 
The man who was elected 
declined 


to serve, and the retiring constable 
refuses to remain 
in office because 


he canuot make a living out of it. 
For a populous 
and compact 
town- 


ship like the one in question, this 
shows that there is something radi- 
cally wrong in the laws governing 
the 
fees of this office. 
Amador 


county is not alone in this experi- 
ence. 
They are having quite a time 
inSacramento 
over the same 
ques- 


tion. 
There 
the constables 
have 


been charging 
$3 per day for at- 


tendance upon the court, under the 
old-time schedule. 
This fee, how- 


ever, has been dropped out of tbe 
present law,and the charge on this 
score is therefore branded as illegal. 
With 
this knocked 
out, 
the con- 


stables there threaten toresign. In 
Amador county, no charge has been 
made oflate years for a per diem of 
$3 for waiting upon court. 
Every 


time the constable's 
presence is re- 


quired in the court room, he was 
formerly entitled to this per diem. 
It was a material item in his com- 
pensation. 
The lopping off of this 


allowance has reduced 
the office to 


its present go-begging condition. In 
this cutting down process, 
we see 


the same policy that has 
succeeded 


injeduclng the fee system in the 
superioFcourt 
to the existing ab- 


surdly low schedule, 
and no doubt 


the controling motive has been the 
same inboth cases; namely, 
to re- 


duce the cost of litigation as far as 
the parties to the suit are concern- 
ed. 
In other 
words to make 
the 


way easy to get into law, by throw- 
ing the burden of expense upon the 
public treasury. 
As the county of- 


ficers are paid a fixed salary, this 
process was easy of accomplishment 
in the superior court fees, without 
entailing any hardship upon the of- 
ficials. 
But constables have had. to 


depend entirely upon fees, and so it 
happened that when the onslaught 
upon the fee 
system in 
justice's 


courts was made withthe object of 
cheapening 
civil suits, the fees in 


criminal cases 
were lopped off at the 


same 
time.' Both had 
to go to- 


gether. 'Constables 
must 
attend 


upon court for $1per day, both in 
criminal and 
civil cases. 
What 


a ridiculous state 
of affairs. 
The 


anomaly is the subject of much com- 
ment in other 
counties, 
and 
no 


doubt something willbe done by the 
present legislature toremedy it. 


The taxpayers of Amador county 


willnote, that every paper in the 
county, vwithahe 
exception of the 


Ledger, is supporting the proposed 
raise of salary 
of superior 
judge. 


The Amador Record and lone Echo 
are both openly 
advocating 
this 


salary grab game. 
The Dispatch 


for obvious reasons 
is silent— 


the 


silence that gives consent. 
The old 


frayed-out 
argument is used 
that 


increase 
of salary means 
a higher 


grade of talent for the bench. 
This 
is very complimentary 
to the bench 


of Amador county. Ifthe salary of 
the past has been inadequate 
to se- 


cure the services of men thoroughly 
qualified for the position, the state- 
ment is areflection upon the ability of 
every one who has 
occupied 
that 


position in the past. Ifon the other 
hand, competent men have been 
se- 


cured, and are now occupying 
the 


position, then the contention 
that 


more pay is necessary 
to secure 


efficient judges falls to the ground.

An Ordinance 
imposing Eoad Poll 


Tax in the county of Amador for 
the year 
nineteen 
hundred 
and 


three, and providing for the col- 


,. lection of the same. 


THE Board ofSupervisor 
of Amador county 


\u25a0 do ordain as follows:

Section 1. Ever; male citizen over twenty- 
one years of age and under llfty-tlvcyears of 
age found inany Road Dlstllct of the county of 
Amador, State of California, dnring the time 
for the collection of Road Poll Taxes for the 
year nineteen hundred and three, excepting all 
persons 
who were honorably 
discharged 
from 
services in the army or navy of the United 
States any time between the first day ot April, 
Inthe year otour Lord IS6I, and the first day of 
May,in the year ofour Lord 1865, shall pay to 
the Assessor ot Amador county, or his agent, 
an annual Road Poll Tax In the sum of Two 
Dollars, lawful money of the United States, 
and every snch person not exempt as above set 
forth in any Road 
District of said 
Amador 
county whohas not paid the same insome other 
district must pay the said amount of Road Poll 
Tax so levied. 


And said Assessor 
is hereby authorized and 
empowered to collect said Road PollTax Inac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 2652 of 
the Political Code of theState ofCalifornia and 
is hereby granted all the powers and authority 
therein designated, 
and is instructed and au- 
thorized to pursue all remedies 
that are pro- 
vided by law for the collection ot State Poll 
Taxes.

In about* 
half an hour the lights were suddenly 
extinguished. 
Tho failure is variously 


accounted for. 
Some attribute it to 


the turning on of too much power, 
re- 
sulting inblowing out tho fuses. 
Late 
Thursday night, however, the power 
was turned on again, 
and things are 


apparently now inworking order from 
the Bay Counties system. 


Not only Jackson 
but the entire 


mother lode system of mines in Ama- 
dor county is more or less affected by 
this misfortune. Atthe Central Eureka 
the millIs at a standstill; at the Key- 
stone, Bunker 
Hill, and Gover and 


Fremont 
mines, 
the air compressors 


operating 
tho power drills are idle, 


owing to the absence of electric energy 
to operate them. It is the heaviest 
blow that has 
befallen 
the 
mining 


industry for many years. 


No less than 100 men are nowat work 


on the scene of the break. 
The stores 


in Jackson 
have been ransacked 
for 


shovels, barrows, blankets, 
etc.' It is 


stated that the Standard ElectricCom- 
pany have wired to Pennsylvania 
for 


several steel pipes with which to re- 
pair the break, 
thoy being unablo to 


obtain a similarqualityof pipe on the 
Pacific coast. It was reported 
that 


lightand power for this section was to 
be obtained 
from tho Bay Counties 


Power Company until the local plant 
can be restored to a workingcondition, 
but so far this report has amounted 
to 


nothing more than street rumor. 


The break 
of the main pipiJ line' 


which conveys 
the 
water from the 


reservoir to the electric plant is amuch 
more serious matter than 
was at first 


supposed. 
There are two pipo lines, 


both of which are used in the srenera- 
tion of electric 
power. 
Both pipes' 


gave way. This pipo is made of steel,' 
of about half an ;ineh. thick, and .the 
pipe is 30 inches indiameter. 
Tho pipe 


line has to withstand a pressure 
of 1400 


feet. 
The point of break is about 
500 


feot from the' works, comparatively 
at 


the bottom of the grade.' Tlio pipe 
itself was thought to be amply strong 
enough 
to 
withstand 
tho 
enormous 


pressure^ 
This 
is estimated 
at over 


600 pounds to the square inch. 
The 


pipo line was buried in a trench 
dug 


for its reception. 
Where 
the break 


occurred there is a small gulch about 
150 feet wide. This had been filledin to 
forma solid bed for the pipe to rest 
upon.. The loose rockand othor filling 
was thoroughly tamped, and consider- 
ed as solidalmost as tho bedrock 
upon' 


which the remainder of the line rested.. 
This theory, 
however, 
proved incor- 


rect, and the great disaster that has 
overtaken the company is the result. 
The heavy rains of the past 
month 


evidently had considerable effect upon 
this filling,causing in addition to the 
enormous pressure, 
a strain upon the 


pipe line from its own weight. 
Both 


pipes save way.at the flanges. 
The 


liberated 
water has 
washed 
out an 


enormous quantity 
of the filling. 
A 


large force of men are at work to re- 
pair the break. 
But how long it will 


take before tho plant is incondition to 
start up again U uncertain. 
No doubt 


the company willprofit by this costly 
experience, and provide a bed for the 
pipe to rest upon that willavoid such 
accidents in tho future. 
The loss en- 


tailed upon the company by this, break 
is enormous. 
Tho cost of fixing tho 


savored pipo willrun up iuto the thous- 
ands. 
Inaddition to this the loss on 


account 
of stoppage 
of business 
will 


mount 
up 
into 
the 
hundreds 
of 


thousands.

AtMichigan Bar and at R. F. 


Allen's place at Forest Home he ex- 
amined the door fastenings, 
and the 


front and rear entrances. 
He went 


with the stage 
clear to Sutter Creek 


Saturday, 
and on the following day 


walked back to the scene of the crime; 
apparently having selected on his way 
up the Michigan Bar store as the most 
favorable place for his exploit. 


L.M. Parker, who several years ago 


was collector and solicitor for the Ama- 
dor Republican, 
and afterward 
pro- 
prietor of the Enterprise livery stable 
inJackson, is constable in Consumnes 
township, inwhich the crime was com- 
mitted. He kept watch over the bridge 
over the river near Michigan Bar dur- 
ing Sunday night,' and Monday morn- 
inggot on the trail of the robber on 
the 
Amador side. 
It seems 
he ap- 


peared at Frank McCulloh's place near 
Forest Home, and asked for food.' Ho 
then followed him to the Ekel mine, 
where thq desperado had tarried for a 
short time. 
The constable -vas accom- 
panied 
by 
two- others in his 
man- 


hunting 
excursion. 
He started cut 


armed only with a revolver, but at 
Ekel's place, on the advice of persons 
there, borrowed a repeating shotgun, 
loaded with buckshot. 
He secured 
a 


complete description of the robber from 
those who were In the store previous 
to the crime. 
About a mile from 
Latrobe the man wanted was observed 
in the road ahead. 
Parker and his 


companions were in a busrgy. 
When 


within about 
30 yards 
the coustable 


had the buggy stopped, and got down 
into the road, and called to the stranger 
to throw up his hands, jat the same 
time covering him with the shotgun. 
Instead of complying, the man drew a 
revolver from his pocket and opened 
the battle. 
Parker started to 'shoot in 


reply, but after the first shot a shell 
got 
jammed in the pump gun, and 


before he could got the weapon infiring 
ordor again, the bandit had fired two 
more shots, 
both fortunately 
going 


wild. Atthe next shot by Parker 
the 


man dropped. 
He was not killed out- 


right, but his wounds it was thought 
would result fatally. The buckshot 
struck him inthe face and back, and 
one or twoectered the abdominal cavi- 
ty. The sum of$40 ingold, $3insilver, 
and $-8.95 in small coins was found in 
his pockets, also three letters with the 
stamps 
uncancelled 
which had 
been 


taken fromthe postofflce. 
There can 


be no question about the identity of the 
robber. The wounded man gives his 
name as 'Clifford Read, 
and that his 


home isinCincinnati, Ohio, where his 
mother is living. He said he had been 
in California for some 
time. He re- 


fused to give any detailed account 
of 


his travels, 
or of the shooting. 
He 


was taken to the Sacramento 
hospital. 


The physicians hold out little hope of 
his recovery. - 


Coming, from behind the counter, the 


robber told Patterson to band over the 
sack inwhich the telephone funds were 
kept, but Patterson refused 
to do so, 


and the robber struck out withhis left 
hand—Mr. Patterson

(they can 
be removed without difß- 
culty, unlike the most of ours) is bent 
Into nearly a semicircle and measures 
five inches along its outer curve Only 
one inch of this length projects from 
the skull. The corresponding 
one from 


the upper jaw is bent Intomore than a 
complete half circleand measures 
upon 


its outer 
face four Inches, 
of which 


less 
than an inch protrudes 
from Its 


bone casing. 
In width each tooth Is 
five-eighths of an inch. 
Examination 
of one of them reveals 
the secret ol 
how a beaver can perform such feats 
as chopping down a birch tree sixteen 
inches In diameter, not to speak o\ 
softer 
woods, like the basswood, 
of 


much greater size. 


Tho tooth is composed of two ma- 
terials. 
Along the outer face or front 


of the tooth Is a thin plate of exceed- 
ingly hard enamel. On the inner, form- 
ing tl° boity of the tooth, is a sub- 
stance 
cuikJ dentine. 
The dentine, 


being softer, 
wears away with use. 


The thin enamel remains 
comparative- 


ly unworn, so that the tooth assumes 
the shape of a keen chisel that never 
grows dull. The tooth is hollowat the 
base for half its length and is filled 
with a 
nourishing 
substance 
which 


keeps itconstantly growing.
